The planters of Louisiana were in 


consternation at the destruction wrought 
by the Mississippi inundations of last 
Summer. Their misfortunes nro not as 
great, however, as was expected, for it 
is said that the sugar and cotton crops 
planted immediately after the waters re- 
-ceded"promise a greater yield than has 
been known for year<t. 


Gilbert Partriok, better known as 


Gilpatriok, the oldest living jockey in

The government printing office is

Work upon pitbhca- 


tions of a scientific character has been 
partially suspended in order to give pre- 
cedence to these annuals. Work on the 
agricultural report and the census re- 
ports is being pushed forward. 


INTERNAL REYESllJE REDUCTION 


CONTEMPLATED. 


At a Cabinet meeting en Tuesday the 


only discussion was relative to the con- 
tent! of the annual reports, the princi- 
pal topics being in regard to internal 
revenue. * It is asserted by persona be- 
ing in position to know that Commis- 
sioner Baum will recommend a large 
reduction in the internal revenue, and 
that his recommendation will be in- 
dorsed by Secretary Folger and Presi- 
dent Arthur. During the year 1881 the 
receipts of the Government from inter- 
nal revenue taxes amounted to $135,- 
264,385 51, and as they have been in- 
creasing at the rate of about $11,000,000 
a year, the amount for 1882 will proba- 
bly be in excess of $116,000,000. These 
figures have indnced'the San Francisco 
Alta to draw some conclusions which 
will be' generally concurred in by those 
who have given the subject something 
more than a cursory examination. The 
Alta asserts that "as is well known, the 
revenues of the Government are far in 
excess of its expenditures, and ef, the 
last session . of Congress an effort was 
made to abolish the'bulk of the internal 
revenue taxes^thut bringing the receipts 
down to a level with the expenditures, 
or allowing only such a margin of ex- 
cess as could be disposed of by moder- 
ate payments on the public debt. This 
bill was defeated in the Senate by the 
obstinacy of some of the Democrats, 
who combined near "the close of the ses-

taxes and pushing it through as one of 
the first measures of the session. 
The 


dangers of an excessive revenue are too 
obvious to require enlarging upon. It 
tends directly toward extravagance and 
waste, and a host of schemes are cer- 
tain to show their heads m Congress, 
demanding enormous appropriations, 
which, 
under 
other 
circumstances, 


would not have been heard of. It is 
not desirable to tax the people so ex- 
cessively for the purpose of paying off 
the national debt more rapidly7"~moder- 
p.te annual payments being all that 
good policy seems to demand. 
Neither 


is it likely that if this excessive revenue 
continues to be raised it will be devoted 
to reduction of the debt, because, as we 
have before said, the temptation will be 
too great to squander it in schemes of 
doubtful utility. The best way is to 
repeal the internal revenue taxes, with 
the exception of those on whiskey and 
tobacco. 
If we do not, schemes will 


certainly be adopted as chimerical as 
the one resorted to on a former occa- 
sion when the revenues were in excess 
of the needs of the Government—the 
distribution of the surplus among the 
States in proportion to population. 
Though we have latterly become accus- 
tomed to regard the internal revenue as 
part of the fixed income 'of the country, 
it is really a war tax levied at a time 
when the Government was in straits 
for money. Previous to 1863 there had 
been no internal revenue at all collected 
for fourteen years. 
The last before 


that had been collected in 1848, and the 
amount had always been inconsiderable 
except during the second war with Eng- 
land, when the same reason for levying 
such taxes existed as during the Bebel- 
lion. 
Thus, in 1848 the sum collected 


amounted to only $375, and it has been 
but a few thousand dollars annually for 
a long time before. The largest amount 
collected in any one year 'was iu 1866, 
when it amounted to $309,000,000. 
Congress then began to reduce it by 
lopping off taxes on various articles, 
and in 1874 it had gotten down to $102,- 
000,000. Since then it has been in- 
creasing with the growth and develop- 
ment of the country, until now the time 
has come when it can all be spared, 
with the exceptions previously noted. 
It is the intention of the Democrats to 
create political capital, when they are in 
a majority iu the House next year, by 
lopping off superfluous taxes, and the 
best thing for the Bepublicans to do is 
to forestall them in this course."

Mr. Towne 
stated thut a summons and copy of the 
proposed resolution had been served on 
lim 
October 2d. 
He continued: 


•The adjustment of rates involves the 
»O8t important interests of the com- 
panies, us well as of the community. 
The fixing of rates as proposed will ma- 
terially reduce our earnings, and right 
tore yon will permit me to say that 
there is nothing so essential to our 
welfare as revenue; at that vital point 
S»u strike, depriving the Company of 
its ability to earn, without making pro- 
-wsion lior a corresponding reduction jri 
•zpeuses. The amount between the 
rarrent rate and those you propose will 
scarcely be felt by the individual, but 
il will in the aggregate materially injure 
the small roads to an extent which I am 
now unable to say.

FRESH WATER HDSBELS. 


Th«lr Testimony Regarding *•»• •*«« 


of Cmr»OB'B Fowl! Footprint*. 


A JOURNAL reporter recently visited 


the State Prisom and through the kind- 
ness of Warden Burke -was shown 
everything of interest in and aromnd 
.hat institution, not overlooking the 
'ossil tracks of the mammoth, buffalo, 
horse, wolf, sloth, heron, and perhaps, 
man. 
The reporter was also shown 


some of the mussels lately unearthed. 
According to one of the Professors of 
the Academy of Sciences these mussels 
belong to the "Family of Unionlnte" 
and afford valuable testimony regarding 
;he geological age of • the fossil foot- 
prints. 
At the last meeting of the 


Academy this professor related their 
geographical history and distribution, 
speaking of the time when the floor-bed 
of this ancient tertiary lake was covered 
with fresh water, extending from the 
Wahsatoh range, and including much 
of the present location of the Colorado 
river and desert. 
He also alluded to 


the elevation of these vast continental 
areas, and their consequent drainage as 
well as evaporation ages ago. He ana- 
lyzed and described Anodons and Physa 
varieties. These shells are everywhere 
distributed from mountain ranges to- 
ward the sea, and Bear river mussels 
are like those found in Washoe lake. 
Fragments of such shells are found on 
the Colorado deserts, closely allied to 
those in Willamette Valley. While the 
Sierra Nevada and Coast Bange are 
clearly divided iu California by the 
broad Sacramento Valley system both 
north and south they BO join as to leave 
no topographical Una of demarcation, 
and at Fort Tejon, as well as in Oregon, 
Washington Territory and British Co- 
lumbia, a geological line of division can 
alone be relied upon. In thsir forma- 
tion the Bocky Mouutain range is the 
oldest, next the Sierra Nevada, and the 
Coast range is the most recent; each in 
turn formed lines of longitudinal conti- 
nental elevations.

America and Asia have all been better 
connected continents at some past era 
of time. The obvious mutations in ge- 
ological elevations and depressions on 
wide areas of earth are exceedingly sug- 
gestive. 
This Professor ascribed the 


destructions and extermination of the 
hairy mammoth to the glacial age. 


THE BU1.L.IOM OF 1»AKAI>ISE. 


A Large Body (ofRlcb Ore F*iind In 


tne'Hlue. 


For a week past rumors Lav* been 


afloat to the effect that a large body ol 
ore had boon found in the bullion ol 
Paradise mine. The Silver State says 
that on Monday the truth of these 
rumors was continued by a letter receiv- 
ed by A. J. Shepard from Justice G-intz, 
of Spring City. Mr. Gintz says a twelve 
foot vein of quartz has been found near 
the west trail of the lead, six feet ol 
which assays from $500 to $1,000 to the 
ton in silver. It is the largest vein yel 
found at any considerable depth iu the 
district, and the ore is as rich as any 
•ver before found in the Paradise 
mines. This certainly ought to induce 
the Paradise Valley and other com- 
panies, who have good prospects in the 
district, to resume operations on their 
mines. 
The mines produced large 


quantities of bullion from ores founc 
near the surface, and local companies 
are the only ones that are trying to de- 
velopments to any great depth.

Transit ol Teu«.«. 


There are some people still ignorant 


of the time the transit of Venus across 
the solar disc takes place, notwithstand- 
ing the frequency with which it has 
been stated in the public print*. The 
interesting event, it may be again stat- 
ed for(the benefit of the uninformed, oc- 
curs on the 6th day of December next. 
The Greenwich mean times of the prin 
cipal phases of the transit, as seen from 
the centre of the earth, are a» follows: 
External contract at ingress, 1 hr. 56 
min. 11 sec.; internal contact at ingress. 
2 hrs. 17 min. 2 sec.; internal contact 
at egress, 7 hrs. 53 miu. 51 sec.; exter- 
nal contact at egress, 8 hrs. 14 miu. 43 
sec. It will be observed, from the fore- 
going, that the planet will not be more 
than half way aososs the sun's disc 
at sunset here, which occurs on that 
date at 4:40 p. M. If the weather should 
be clear, the transit may be observed 
with the naked eye through smoked 
glass, the planet appearing like n small 
speck on the glowing surface of the 
sun.

the Greenville Bank. It says: 


Quite an excitement has boon raised 


in Greenville this week by the collapse 
of the Bank at thut place, aud sudden 
departure, "between two days," of E. 
Prowattain, one of the bankers. No 
good reason for the failure has yet been 
given, and so far nothing definite has 
been found out regarding the total 
amount of the lose to depositors and 
check-holders. It is possible that some 
$10,000 will be lost, and it now looks as 
though 
Prowattain bad deliberately 


robbed his partner and the poople who 
trusted them. 
Checks were drawn 


right up to the time of the suspen- 
sion, aud us some money was known to 
be on hand, an effort was made to make 
Prowattain disgorge, and he was placed 
under arrest. 
On Thursday night he 


managed to get away, and as his horse 
has gone it is thought be has left for 
parts unknown. Vigorous search has 
been made for him, but so fur without 
success. Some talk of lynch law was 
indulged iu, aud for a while the excite- 
ment ju Greenville was at a high pitch. 
The property of the Bank has been 
placed in the hands of an assignee, and 
the mystery will be unravelled in a few 
days. The failure is a serious matter 
for many who bave deposited their 
money there, and we hear of several 
cases where hard-working men have 
lost all their earnings. By next week 
we hope to be able to give an intelligent 
account of the failure and the reasons 
for it.
